The decision to rid the party 
of the two outspoken opponents 
of Prime Minister 
Kishi is subject to approval by 
the party’s Executive Board. 

In the case of Kawasaki, the 


committee announced that he 


would be “advised” to leave the 
party. within three days after re- 


ceiving formal notice, Le., after 


the Executive Board has ap- 
proved the committee’s drastic 
decision. 


Kawasaki, a member of the 
faction led by Takeo Miki, direc- 
tor of the Economic Planning 
Agency, enraged the powerful 
committee because of his blast 
against Kishi at last Wednes- 
day's Tory party caucus. 

Kawasaki, a member of Ichi- 
ro Hatoyama’s second Cabinet, 
is also charged with having 
criticized the Government's con- 
troversial police bill while the 
bill still was under deliberation 
in this autumn’s chaos-plagued 
extraordnary Diet session.

Political vacuum continu 
ed in the Diet vesterday as the 
Liberal-Democratic and Socialist 
parties remained unable to 
reach agreement on the election 
of the Lower House executive 
posts. 

This was the first time in the 
history of Japan's parliamen- 
tary government that no ple- 
nary session had been held, and 
no speaker and vice speaker of 
the House of Representatives 
elected for three days after 
convening of the Diet. 

The dispute arose Thureday 
when the Liberal-Democrats re- 
jected the Socialists’ plan to 
put up Kiyoshi Masaki for vice 
speaker on the ground that he 
was a leader in the opposition’s 
campaign against the police bill 
in the last Diet. 

Isamu Murakami, chairman of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party's 
Diet Policy Committee proposed 
yesterday to his Socialist coun- 
terpart Mitsu Kono to enlarge 
a scheduled four-man biparty 
conference to study ways and 
means of patching up the situa. 
tion from a “new standpoint.” 
The Socialists flatly rejected the 
proposal.

ROK Team Officially 
Rejects Japan Plan 


The Republic of Korea yesterday officially rejected Japan's 
Nov. 28 draft of a provisional fishery agreement and called on 
the Tokyo Government to “submit another plan” in the near 


future. 


The rejection, stated formally during a 40-minute meeting 


at the Foreign Office by ROK 
Minister Yiu Tai Ha, came as 
no surprise. 


Official spokesmen in Seoul, 
which is holding out for recog- 
nition of the Peace (Rhee) Line, 
had branded Japan's plan for 
establishment of fish. conserva- 
tion zones as “far from satis- 
factory.” 

At vyesterday’s meeting—the 
seventh session of the joint 
Fishery and Peace Line Commit- 
tee—Japan was represented by 
its chief fishery delegate, 
Wataru Ohkuma. 

The ROK delegation was head- 
ed by Yiu as chief fishery dele- 
gate Chang Keung Keun is in 
Seoul for consultations. 

The ROK minister was quot- 
ed as having stated that the 
Seoul Government “still is eager 
to bring the normalization talks 
to a successful conclusion.” 

Yiu added that as his Govern- 
ment could not approve the plan 
submitted two weeks ago, eer 
should “reconsider its policy 
and submit another plan in the 
near future.” 


Ohkuma replied that Japan 
wants the Korean side to clarify 
in what way the Japanese plan 
does not agree with Seoul's 
views on the fishery conserva- 
tion problem. He urged tie 
2OK delegation to present a 
counter-proposal. 


Japanese sources said Yiu 
gave no commitment beyond 
saying that the Korean delega- 
tion would consider the matter 
after Chang, the chief delegate, 
has returned to Tokyo. 


Yiu did not give any definite 
date when Chang can be expect- 
ed here. 


The two delegations formally 
agreed to meet again next Fri- 
day. Japanese Government 
sources disclosed, however, that 
Japan would not be willing to 
hold any more sessions this year 
unless Chang returns in time 
for the Dec. 19 conference. 


They speculated that Chang 
would not, return until “after 
Dec. 20.” 


The details of the Japanese 
plan have not been announced,

Japan Will 
Not Suspend 
Pact Talks 


Foreign Minister Alichiro Fuji- 
yama said yesterday the Gov- 
ernment has no intention of 
suspending the current negotia- 
tions for revision of the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty. 

Fujiyama told the press that 
he may meet U.S. Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur HI sometime 
early next week to discuss the 
effective period of the revised 
treaty and other related matters. 

He said he aiso planned to 
brief MacArthur on the domes- 
tic political situation which has 
caused the present delay in the 
talks. 


, Later in the day, Fujiyama 
reiterated at a meeting of the 
Foreign Affairs Research Coun- 
cil of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party that he had no intention 
to slow down the pact negotia- 
tions. 


Although no objections were 
raised to Fujiyama’s intentions, 
the view was dominant at this 
meeting that the negotiations 
should be conducted very care- 
fully.

GENEVA (AP)—The 
slans gave the stalled 
tion conference on prevention 
of surprise attack something 
new to consider Friday by. de-

Eastern spokesmen told re- 
porters the Soviet document— 
introduced by Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vassili Kuznetsov— 
was technical in nature and de- 
signed to break the deadlock 
which has gripped the confer- 
ence since it convened Nov. 10. 

The Western powers’ im- 
mediately began a study of the 
seven-page paper. Pending com- 
pletion of that analysis, they 
declined to say whether they 
thought the Soviet document 
increased the prospect for East- 
West technical studies of sur- 
prise attack problems. 

However, the Western side 
noted that the new Soviet paper

rwas brought in as an elabora- 


tion of the politically based Rus- 
sian proposal of Nov. 28. That 
earlier Soviet plan calling for 
establishment of neutral zones 
in Europe and the Middie East 


was rejected by the Western 
powers as being outside the 
scope of the conferences. 

The Western reaction to 


Kuznetsov’s latest proposal wil! 
come at the next conference 
session Monday. 

Under plans now being dis- 
cussed the delegates will ad- 
journ sometime next week. 
They will describe this as a re- 
cess rather than a final termi- 
nation of the talks with the 
reconvening date left open. A 
public report will be issued. 

. Because of conflicting BFast-

as it now stands has little hope 


of fruitful accomplishment. 
However, exchanges between 
governments during a recess 


might produce agreement on the 
purpose of the talks which 
would make further sittings in 
the new year profitable.

If suecessfu), it is 
claimed, the experiment will go 
to reduce the maintenance cost 
of the air-conditioning to less 
than. one-fifth. 

The experiment § is) being 
made with new equipment re- 
cently completed at the Nagoya 
Institute -of Technology. The 
results so far have been “excel- 
lent.” Here's how the new de- 
vice is operated. 

For air-heating. Prepare a 
heat-receiving board 27 sq, me- 
ters (290.5 sq. ft.) wide, capable 
of generating 120,000 calories of 
daylight solar heat a day. 

Transfer this heat into a low- 
temperature water tank and let 
the heat cool to 20 C. Then 
transfer oniy the heat of the 
water by means of a heat-pump 
into a high-temperature water 
tank, 

By repetition of this process 
the water in the high-tempera- 
ture tank is raised in tempera 
ture to 40 C. Transfer this heat 
through an adjusting exchanger 
and a blower into the room. 

For air-cooling. Transfer the 
room heat into the low-tempera- 
ture water tank, keeping the 
room temperature at a constant 
10 C. by means of the heat- 
pump. Release the transferred 
room heat into cool night- 
time outdoor air through a 
heat-emitting board kept in the 
high-temperature water tank. 
(The heat-receiving board for 
air-heating doubles as a heat- 
emitting board for cooling.) 

By this new equipment, it is 
claimed, a room 300 cubic me- 
ters (10,503 cubic ft.) wide can 
be air-conditioned in 30 min- 
utes by merely turning on a 
switch, 

The results of the experiment 
s0 far have shown that the new 
equipment will keep the room 
temperature unchanged even 
for a one-week spell of bad 
weather. 

The equipment will be tested 
for air-cooling next summer. It 
has been designated by the Min- 
istry of International Trade and 
Industry as an item for special 
study for fiscal 1958. 

It is claimed the new equip- 
ment, while 20 per cent higher 
in price than the conventional 
electricity-using system, will 
cost less than one-fifth in main- 
tenance expenses. 


Sugar From Wood 


Another triumph in the realm 
of invention has been re- 
ported from Hokkaido where 
the Asahikawa Forestry Guid- 
ance Office succeeded in making 
cheap sugar out of lumber. 

This sugar is obtained by 
treating cellulose contained in 


wood with 
acid. 

Thirty tons of glucose crys- 
tals and 20 tons of 55 per cent 
honey can be obtained by this 
method from 100 tons of lum- 
ber, 


At the same time, the lumber 
will yield 16 tons of plaster, 
23 tons of lignin and 1.3 tons of 
methanol. 


The wood sugar does not dis- 
soive in water as readily as 
ordinary sugar, and its degree 
of sweetness is between 70 to 80 
per cent, 

But it is much cheaper than 
sugar and can be sold for 
around ¥90,000 per ton. Conven- 
tional sUgar costs between 
¥120,000 to ¥140,000 for the 
same amount,

Cure for Stuttering 


Doctors at Chiba University 
have made an instrument which 
they claim is 100 per cent effec- 
tive against stuttering. 

The instrument is made of 
plastic, about the size of the tip 


of the little finger, and has a 
hole in the center for ventila- 
tion. 

The inventors of the instru- 


ment say persons who usually 
stutter can talk smoothly if 
they insert this instrument into 
their nostrils and let air out in 
such a way that the instrument 
vibrates when pronouncing “t,” 
“k,” and “p.” These three let- 
ters are most difficult for the 
stutterers to pronounce. 


The instrument is based on 
the theory that people stammer 
because they have too much air 
in their mouths. 


Some 70 persons suffering 
from heavy cases of stuttering 
have been cured completely 


after a week's practice and now 
talk normally without the help 
of the little gadget. 

If the instrument works as 
well on others, it should be a 
boon to the 1,500,000 persons in 
Japan who suffer from stutter- 
ing. 


Beppu Alum Spa Area 


Almost Razed by Fire 


OITA (Kyodo)—The alum 
spa district of the well-known 
Beppu resort in Oita Prefec- 
ture was almost destroyed yes- 
terday by a fire which broke 
out early yesterday morning. 


The damage was estimated 
at ¥20 million, but no casual- 
ties were reported. The fire 


started in the Asahiya hotel 
and spread rapidly to adjacent 
inns and stores, leveling al- 
most all the buildings in the 
alum hot-spring resort. 

The rapid spread of the fire 
was attributed to low humiity 
and poor access to water. 


Census Seminar 


The United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
vesterday ended a three-month 
seminar in census training in 
ceremonies at the Prime Minis- 
ter’s official residence. 

The seminar, attended by 51 
representatives of 19 Southeast 
Asian nations, aimed to train 
statisticians for the 1960 world- 
wide census, 

The training course studied 
housing, population and agricul- 
ture. In addition to the Japa- 
nese staff, 16 experts from thé 
United Nations and FAO lectur- 
ed. 

The trainees on Oct. 28 took 
an experimental census at Ada- 
chimachi, Saitama Prefecture, 
and made field trips to Mie and 
Osaka districts to observe the 
actual census being taken by 
Japanese authorities. 

Thirty-seven of the partict- 
pants were on _ fellowships 
granted by the U.N. FAO, two 
were on fellowships awarded by 
the International Cooperation 
Administration of the U.S. and 
12 were sent by their respec- 
tive governments. 

The participants were from 
Afghanistan, Burma, Cambodia. 


Ceylon, Nationalist China, Ma- 
laya, India, Indonesia, Iran, 
Japan, South Korea, Laos, 
Nepal, North Borneo, Pakistan, 
the Philippines, the Ryukyu 
Islands, Thailand and South 
Vietnam,

Radiation Advisory Group 
Calls for Stricter Curbs 


A Government radiation ad- 
visory group is calling for 
more rigid safety measures 
against radiation hazards in 
and around atomic experimental 
stations and other institutions 
in Japan. 

The Atomic Reactor Safety 
Standard Specialist Committee, 
an advisory organ for the Sci- 
ence and Technology Agency, 
has recommended lowering the 
official standard for the max! 
mum safe dose of radioactivity 
at such places by ,two-thirds. 

The recommendation set the 
new standards of “tolerable 
dosage” in three different areas 
to 5, 1.5 and 0.5 rems per year. 
The three different areas, re- 
spectively, were: direct vicinity 
of a reactor, compounds of an 
atomic station and environs of 
such a station. 


The figures correspond to 
about one-third of the present 
tolerable limit. One rem is 


equivalent to one roentgen unit 
of dangerous rays, such as X- 
and Gamma-rays. 

The recommendation, which 


was reportediy made in con- 
nection with a similar “interna- 
tional recommendation” put 


forth recently, is expected to be 
used as a basis for the Govern- 
ment’s studies of a revision of 
existing laws scheduled for 
early next year.

Imada, 46, of Nagatsuka Elemen- 
tary School in Gion, Hiroshima 
Prefecture, was refused a pay 
raise scheduled for October after 
the local board of education re 
ported to the prefectural board 
that Imada “proved himself an 
incompetent principal.” 

On Oct. 29, a month later than 
the deadline for submitting his 
teachers’ efficiency ratings, 
imada presented to the Gion 
Education Board a “statement 
of opinion” instead of the rat- 
ings, . 

In September, he brought a 
suit against the prefectural 
board -of education, contending 
that “principals have no obliga- 
tion to rate the efficiency of 
their teachers.”

Japanese weekly magazines 
are a unique form of publica 
tion. They may roughly be 
characterized as & hybrid be 
tween the newspaper and the 
popular magazine, perhaps with 
more emphasis on the latter. 

To be called a news mage- 
gine, their coverage of current 
topics is not comprehensive 
enough and they carry popular 
novels that go on from one jasue 
to another in sequence. 

This kind of magazines is 
currently enjoying 4 boom and 
their variety has increased, Orl- 
ginally, they were issued Dy 
major newspapers of this cour 
try as a side line.

Whether they may be right 
or wrong in their theories, they 
agree in refusing to accept the 
naive popular jubilation as it 
is. Without sharing the pop 
lar sentiments, they step aside 
to make some critical remarks. 

In Takeda’s words, newspapers 
buried their pages with the news 
of the choice of Miss Shoda, 
“just as they did with another 
piece of news many years ago 
on the day of the attack on 
Pearl Harbor.” 

But the editors, who later pub- 
lished the articles by Takeda 
and Umgzao, seem to share those 
erities’ view personally. In fact, 
that kind of attitude is fairly 
widespread among the intellec- 
tuals of this country. 

This reminds us of the wide 
gap that exists between a hand- 
ful of intellectuals on the one 
hand and the wide mass of peo 
pe on the other. Learned opin 
ons expressed in the intellec-

magazines are far from 
mirroring the popular senti- 
ments, But even the dally 


papers and the popular weekly 
magazines may be found fail- 
ing in this regard. 

As jong as intellectuals speak 
for themselves, they certainly 
enjoy the full right to advance 
their views. When they dis 
cuss national affairs, however, 
it may well be asked for whom 
on earth they are speaking.

Though 
this is no piace for lengthy dis- 
eussion on this point, the same 
pattern may be observed in the 
recent enactment of the Anti- 
prostitution Law, which plug 
ged the holes in the old laws 
to close down the brothels, 


it suffices here to see that 
overestimation of postwar demo- 
eracy is erroneous even at this 
time when the Crown Prince 
has chosen a commoner 4&5 his 
bride, But there is of course 
a big change—democracy as a 
theory was only tolerated in 
prewar days but it is positive- 
ly affirmed now. 

Even the path of progress, 
however, does not lead one to 
happiness, when one is over- 
hasty. It is not right to ignore 
the existence of the wider seg 
ment of the people, nor to look 
down upon their “packward” 
consciousness, 

Ahy advice for intellectuals 
to identify themselves with the 
people is liable to be regarded 
reactionary. But it is cer 
tainly more democratic to be 
determined to make progress 
with the people than to try to 
impose a progressive theory on 
the people.

~The Fishery Issue

The Peace Line debate has 
now raged for almost seven 
years. This fishery conserva- 
tion measure has been denounc- 
ed by Japanese politicians and 
newspapers ever since it was 
first announced In a proclama- 
tion by President Syngman 
Rhee on Jan. 18, 1952. 


Rut not on a single occasion 
has even one newspaper in this 
country bothered to inform the 
Japanese public that though the 
Peace Line closed off waters 
extending up to 200 miles off 
Korea's coasts (average: 50-60 
miles: closest point: 5-10 miles), 
there had been a precedent. 


In 1908, the then Korean Gov- 
ernment promulgated the Ko- 
rean Fisheries Law which aim- 
ed at conservation of fishery re 
sources. The lav subsequently 
was revised on two occasions 
(in 1911 and 1927), each making 
the conservation measures more 
rigid.

And on Dec. 10, 1929, the gov- 
ernor of Korea issued Ordinance 
109 announcing the establish- 
ment of a “prohibited fishing 
zone” (The Japanese term W4s, 
and its, “kinshikuiki’). 

This ordinance of 29 years 
ago banned foreign trawlers 
from a zone extending 100-150 
miles off the Korean coasts. 
The bull-trawier line was set at 
10-50 miles off the coast of the 
peninsula. 

Who issued that ordinance? 
A Japanese (Gov. Ugaki). 

What was the basis or cause 


of the ordinance? Scientific im-- 


vestigations of the fish stocks. 

Made by whom? Japanese 
fishery scientists. . 

It should be recalled that not 
even Japanese fishermen were 
allowed to fish inside the zones 
drawn up in 1929-—-s0 scarce 
were the resources. It should 
also be recalled that when for- 
eign fishing fleets violated the 
ordinance and sailed into the 
hanned zones, the vessels were 
eonfiseated and the crews jail 
ed. Hundreds of fishermen from 
Manchuria, for example, were 
thrown into prison or heavily 
fined by the Japanese. 

Fantastic Demand 


Since 1945, the. year that 
marked the end of Japanese 
rule over Korea, Japan's fishing 
techniques have improved enor- 
mously. Japanese fishermen 
are considered “the wonders of 
the world.” Their equipment is 
the most modern, the most ef 
ficient. 

I am not at liberty to disclose 
the contents of the Japanese 
draft for a fishery conservation 
agreement submitted last Nov. 
28. But I consider myself entitl- 
ed to reveal that despite the 
fact that fishing techniques 
have undergone a revolution— 
and the fact that there are less 
fish in the waters concerned to-

Aim of Line 


With these guns pointed at 
my temple, I should perhaps 
start screaming “eobbers .. . rOb- 
bers... help!” or put up my 
hands and surrender and be 
“reasonable.” Instead I! will 
proceed to explain that the ROK 
Peace Line is aimed at: 


1. Fishery conservation; 


2. Protecting our nation’s 
security, 


s. Protection of mineral re- 
sources (of the continental 
shelf). 


Regarding the first point, 
some Japanese seem to hold this 
opinion: “Look here, you come 
from a backward country; your 
scientists are backward—if you 
have any at all. So how can 
you claim that you know the 
need of protecting fishery re- 
sources in the waters off Korea's 
coasts?” 


The answer is: Even Japan's 
fishery experts realize the need 
of protecting these waters—and 
did so as far “back as 1929. They 
know that overfishing would be 
a fatal mistake that would rob 
future generations of their live- 
lihood. And the Republic of 
Korea does have a great number 
of fishing scientists—originally 
trained by the Japanese but re 
cently also under United Na- 
tions programs. 


Korea has a large fishing ex- 
perimental station employing 
hundreds of persons constantly 
engaged in research and prac 
tical investigations. These ex 
perts do know in detail the ex- 
tent—and nature—of the fishery 
resources Within the Peace Line. 
The Japanese do not. And we 
are so confident of the exactness 
and aceuracy of the ROK fishery 
surveys that we would be will- 
ing to let an impartial commis- 
sion of third-party scientists 
check the ROK figures. (The 
establishment of such a perman- 
ent commission was suggested 
at the Geneva Law of. the Sea 
conference and supported by 
the ROK delegation.) 

Regarding the second aim of 
the Peace Line, the need to pro- 
tect Korea’s security, I refer any 
doubting Thomases to the his- 
tory books. Red is not a par- 
ticularly attractive color but I 
think we all agree that the 
tragic era when Korea was 
merely a pawn in the interna- 
tional chess game and subject to 
constant invasions has been 
written in blood, 

Ric KOK Problem 

Regarding the third aim, it is 
true that Korea may not at pres- 
ent be adequately prepared to 
develop all kinds of mineral re- 
sources buried in the continen- 
tal shelf. However, she certain- 
ly would like to exercise the 
right to utilize these resources, 
when technically able to do 80 
—like any other modern nation 
of the present-day world. 

According to Japanese statis- 
tics, the livelihood of thousands 
of Japanese—fishermen and 
their families—depended on the 
fish hauls inside the Peace Line 
until this fishery line was estab- 
lished in 1952. That is a high 
figure. But the Republic of Ko- 
rea has 770,000 fishermen—and 
only a reatricted number of 
these are permitted to fish in- 
side the closed waters. This lat- 
ter point is often ignored by 
Japanese critics. 

As so many Koreans depend 


on fishing for their livelihood, 
the existence of fishing regula- 
tions constitutes a gigantic 80- 
cio-economic problem.

In a tripartite agreement with 
the United States and Canada, 
Japan has agreed to no-fishing 
reguiations covering an ex- 
panse of waters as wide as 1,200 
to 1,300 miles. 


Japan has refrained from let- 
ting her fishermen enter waters 
closed off by Russia, Red China, 
the U.S. and Canada. And no 
Japanese fishermen are ever 
caught inside the gigantic zones 
drawn up by the Latin Amer- 
ican republics. 


But thousands of Japanese 
fishermen have been caught 
poaching inside the Peace Line. 
And whenever our country 
takes steps to punish the viola- 
tors and protect its national in- 
terests, there are screams of 
indignation throughout Japan. 


This has given the ROK Gov- 


powers 
as they please when 
with the interests of weak na- 
tions or countries once ruled 
by Japan. 


Fortunately, however, the Ja- 
panese Government did agree 
to discuss the Peace Line issue. 
This agreement, reached in the 
preliminary talks of 1957, have 
boosted the chances of a suc 
cessful settlement though there 
is still a wide, wide gap in the 
attitudes toward the fishery 
conservation problem. 
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
